REVOLUTIONARY DOCUMENT. 


l’roinl*ory Note Fouud 41)«« Was Issued 
July 1H, 1795. 
C hicago. April 25.—A paper of groat 
interest to an antiquarian was found by 
City Librarian Fred Kild whi\$ \uoktng 
through some pecuqt pqrehase^ of ol«i 
Ixsiks. 
It was a note for $1,000 paya­ 
ble to tho order of R obw t M orris and 
indorsed by the latter.
